Q Can you tell me who these people are? 

A Let's see. Jason, Jason-- 

Q What position do they hold? 

A Catering Manager. 
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Q And- 

A The second one would be Carmen Richardson. 

Q What position was this? 

A At the time she was the Executive 
Housekeeper . 

Q What time period was this? 

A Just last year. Jason--I / m trying to 
remember his last name. 

Q Did the Catering Manager happen during the 
time that Jean Allen was Human Resources Manager? 

A No . 

Q Was it before or after her? 

A After her . 

Q None of these were discrimination or 
harassment complaint s ? 

A No, it was because I was a little to 
forceful, in their face. More job related- - it ' s 
all job related. 

Q So would it be correct to say that Jean 
Allen never interviewed you about any kind of 
employee complaint? 

A Not that 1 can recall, no.

Q No, in your employment with the Omni 

Shoreham . 

A Yes, there again as it relates to the job 
of having to input. We've gone out and gotten them 
special chairs, the pads, the ergonomic keyboards, 
we've gone ahead and done that for people. 

Q Have they had doctors' notes requiring 
this? 

A In some cases, yes. 

Q And in some cases-- 

A In one case, no, The individual who 
received it that one time, it was obviously a good 
thing. Their product ion picked up dramatically. 
They were suffering. 

Q You don't remember what you bought them? 

A It was an ergonomic keypad and I remember 
the little bubble thing for your wrist, kind of 
supports your wrists. And we also bought a chair, 
one of those chairs for the young lady who did have 
the carpal tunnel, to help her combat the 
complaints that she had about the pains that she 
was suffering. 
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Q How many times do you think you've had to 
do that? 

A I can name three people since I've been at 
the Omni Shoreham that we have--that I have--my 
department has gone out and secured either the 
keyboard, chair, the pad or that type of thing to 
help them with their issues. 

Q And how many of these people had doctors' 
orders ? 

A Two. Two of the three. 

Q Did you know that Mr. Boulos suffered an 
injury on the job? 

A Yes, I do. 

Q How do you know? 

A I received quarterly, a Worker's Comp 
update report from our corporate office and his 
name appeared on that report . 

Q Do you know what his injury was? 

A Back, I believe. It's been a whi le , I'm 
not sure. Was it a back injury? I don't recall, 
but I think it was a back injury. It's been so 
many years . 
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
